manufacturers to take a certain quantity of slow-selling 
models if they want any of the fast sellers. 
"This is a kind of ‘bill of rights’ for those dealers,” he 
said. 
Rep. Dean Mock, R-Elkhart, said he doubted whether 
the bill really would let dealers get the models they 
want. The language concerning what the m akers must 
provide the dealers, Mock said, applied only to parts and 
accessories. Fruechtenicht disagreed. 
Rep. Robert L. Jones Jr., RIndianapolis, said the state 
does too much licensing already should not get between 
dealers and makers of cars. 
Fruechtenicht said 33 states have the legislation in one 
form or another.

INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — Preventive medicine may 
have 
suffered a setback 
because 
the 
f e d e r a l 
governm ent’s massive swine flu vaccination program 
apparently 
wasn’t 
necessary, 
state 
epidemiologist 
Richard Telle said Friday. 
Telle also said there was concern over increases in 
measles, including the German variety that can cause 
deformities in unborn children of pregnant women who 
contact it. 
There have been no cases of swine flu reported in 
Indiana, where the first-in-the nation immunization shots 
were given last October. 
"The important thing is the effect it might have on 
preventive medicine,” Telle said of the fact no cases 
developed despite advance warning of an outbreak. 
"P arents may wonder about the need for flu shots in the 
future.” 
Telle also said he thinks the government should take a 
less active role in such programs. 
"I hate to say it, but it would be much better to have 
such programs handled through the so-called ‘private 
sector’ as much as possible,” Telle said 
"The government cam e in heavily, but the program 
was the most mixed up of its kind,” he said. Telle said 
the government should not get out of the health 
business, but should act more in a "supervisory” 
capacity in future immunization programs. 
Planning is already under way for production of 
vaccines to be used next year, and Telle said he doubts 
that the swine flu vaccine will be included in the 
governm ent’s list of influenzas to be covered 
Meanwhile, Telle said 
health officials 
have not 
determ ined how much longer the current outbreak of 
m easles will continue. 


Man Released After 43 Years In Prison 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — Oscar Frazier, who did not 
realize he could appeal his second-degree m urder 
conviction even though he claimed the attorney who 
entered the guilty plea was not representing him, was 
released from custody Friday after spending 43 years in 
prison 
The 68-year-old former Indianapolis man was sent to 
prison Nov. 13, 1934 for the slaying of William Freeland 
Marion County Criminal Court Judge pro tem Frank

Mixed Results 


The Consultation on Church Union has been laboring 
unity for some 17 years since Eugene Carson Blake first 
urged his dream of union of the nation’s m ajor 
Protestant bodies. 
The result of that labor has been mixed. 
Some, who expected quick union — within COCU’s 
first decade — have had their hopes dashed and gone on 
to other concerns. 
Others, however are still working the field and the IO 
denominations that make up the unity effort have begun 
study of a document that could provide the theological 
basis for union. 
The 66-page, seven-chapter document, “ In Quest of a 
Church of Christ Uniting,’’ is described as a statem ent 
of “emerging theological consensus” and is viewed by 
COCU officials as a kind of trial balloon around which 
the churches might gather. 
The chapter on ‘m inistry,” however, came under such 
fire at the COCU plenary meeting at which it was 
presented that the delegates there were not even willing 
to call it their consensus and it was sent to the m em ber 
churches with the request it be given special attention. 
Most of the debate on the chapter is expected to 
center around its section on the orders of the ordained 
ministry. 
“ The uniting church which we envision will accept and 
m aintain the three ordained m inistries of deacons, 
bishops and presbyters (pastors),” the document said. 
Although the three term s and their roles can be traced 
back to the New Testament, some of the m ajor groups 
within COCU do not have bishops and are uncomfortable 


with the hierarchical implications of such an office. 
In particular, some delegates want to ensure that the 
theological definition of the ministries not be read as 
constitutional definitions of m inisterial arrangem ents. 
The COCU document argues that “episcopacy serves 
as the principal ministerial symbol and representative 
means of unity and and continuity in the church.” 
“The bishop, constitutionally installed in a district or 
jurisdiction, and working in a collegial relation with 
other bishops, personally represents the continuity of the 
church’s life and ministry over the centuries, the unity 
of its communities and congregations with one another, 
and the unity of its various m inistries,” it said. 
“ In maintaining episcopacy, therefore, the Church of 
Christ Uniting will claim visible historical continuity 
with the whole Christian fellowship ...” 
At the same time, the statem ent said that accepting- 
the episcopate should not imply the proposed church is 
excluding or requiring “any single or particular theory 
or doctrine to explain episcopal m inistry.” 
The chapter also stresses that the role of bishop is 
collegial rather than autonomous. 
“ Though bishops are individually responsible for the 
authenticity of the church’s confession and witness, no 
bishop is independent or autonomous in the exercise of 
this m inistry,” the statem ent said. 
The m em ber churches of the Consultation have been 
asked to make proposed revisions or changes in the 
document by November, 1977, with a plenary session for 
action on a Ievised document as soon as possible after 
that.

Accidents and Anger Related 


As regular as a clock, my 
husband gets Into an accident 
when he leaves the house angry. 
He insists that it’s a coin­ 
cidence. How do you feel about 
it? - Mrs. T.Y., Canada 
Dear Mrs. Y.: 
Coincidence may be a factor, 
but I’m more inclined to believe 
that there is a real relationship 
between anger and accidents. 
It 
is 
undeniable 
that 
emotional stress and tension 
increase 
accident-proneness. 
Psychologists have, for a long 
time, recognized the frequency 
and severity of accidents and 
their relationship to anger, 
regression, frustrations and 
emotional conflicts. 
Some employers are so aware 
of this relationship that they 
actually suggest that workers 
using 
sensitive, 
delicate 
machines stay away from their 
jobs when they are under severe 
tension. In this way, danger to 
themselves and to their co- 
workers can be eliminated. 
I think it would be very worth­ 
while to seek some help for your 
husband and, perhaps, for you, 
in order to find out the reasons 
for these repeated spells of 
anger. Anger can become a 
habit in a relationship between 
two people. You can spare 
yourself the anxiety, and your 
husband the risk of accidents, 
by maturely evaluating the 
underlying cause of his anger. 


My baby cries incessantly. 
Neither of my other two 
children did this. I wonder lf 
there could be something wrong 
in his development. — Mrs. 
G.S., N.C. 
Dear Mrs. S.: 
A famous pediatrician once 
suggested 
that 
the 
most 
frequent reasons for an infant’s 
tears are hunger and an open 
safety pin. Fortunately, both of

The hunger factor must be 
considered 
important, 
for 
crying very often stops when 
the formula is enriched or the 
number of feedings is in­ 
creased.

Of course, before any con­ 
clusion is arrived at, a complete 
general examination should be 
made in order to rule out an 
underlying medical problem.
